It  is  presiiiiiVd  rh;it  the  hired  Man  sh  11  be  previously  well  ac(|uaiiiled  with  th  ; 
labourinji  business  of  this  Country,  and  the  K.niigrant  in  assisting  hiio  \\'\\[  soon  ao('|nire  suf- 
lieient  dexterit)  in  the  ns»M)f  the  a\e,  so  as  ihftt  after  the  lapse  of  3  or  1  inojiths  he  will  ii<» 
longer  recjuire  the  sers  iees  of  an  assistant  about  his  ilotise  and  Land,  but  be  himself  able  t'» 
do  aJl  that  rnav  be  jieeessary. 

Din-ing  tlie  lirst  Winter,  lie  rn;«y  hue  himself  out  for  two  or  three  months,  or  if  it  he  thoughi?. 
preferal.ije.  In-  ?nigl',t  eoniinue  to  ..tiear  up  mow  of  his  Land  so  us  to  burn  the  brush  in  the* 
ensuing  .spring. 

The  unappropriiiled  balance  of  £19  Sterling  will  nii^et  any  un foresee:)  (umtiugency,  qxm} 
it  woidd  perhaps  lie  jidvisable  to  expend  n  part  of  it,  say  .£0,  for  tlie  purcluise  of  a  Cow  in 
the  seeond  year,  if  I  fay  enough  fur  her  support  during  the  Winter  can  be  procured  from  hv.s 
own  (iand  ;  he  woidd  idso  ha\e  to  huv^  see<]s  of  various  kinds. 

l\  t  the  opening  of  the  seeond  Season,  the  ;iew  Settler  would  ot  course  get  his  farm  sown 
with  reason.iblo  rputntities  of  Wheat.  Oats,  Mai/e,  Pf.itnto.'s.  or  such  other  seeds  as  he  might 
think,  s'.iiiabli  to  the  sjil,  and  thns  pie--eiit  a  {;iir  prospect  of  being  able  for  the  future  to  pro- 
cure a  eomfnrvable  subsi.-tence  for  himself  and  fnmily, 

M'iH!  foregoing  ^s  an  outline  of  what  may  be  doi\e  by  o/iv  Jumihj  to»vards  ol>taining  a  lifctl 
indcj-'endent  {)rvipertv.  but  it  sh<>ul(l  also  be  home  in  mind  that  a  nnwhtn'  of  /ami7if;s  proceed 
'iftg  /ii^cth.i'r  to  for/u  a  connected  settlemoit,  viould  ace  omplish  the  same  desirable  objects  at 
H  reduction  of  i.ibunt  twi'Miy  per  cut.  (or  one  fifth)  on  the  foregoing  estimate. 

Althongli  The  ptctiivi'  here  drawo  represeuts  the  l.Omigrant  a^  possessing  £100,  Sterling,  y^^'t 
it  is  not  asserted  that  one  tiiinily,  i>r  particularly  a  inutiUor  of  famdies  having  alxait  ,£50  for 
each  family  «m  their  arrival  would  uof  do  well.  M<iny  iustauces  are  on  record  where  families 
have  worked  out  for  vhemselves  a  comforfable  independeui-e  from  very  small  beginnings,  but 
t)0  much  depends  ou  the  Settler,  and  so  m;.uiy  things  favorable  or  otherwise  to  him,  arise  out 
uf  unt'orf;,eeu  •■ircumstiUK'es,  as  to  render  if  diBictdt,  if  not  altogether  impossible  in  a  little 
memorandum  of  this  kind,  to  state  with  how  .small  a  capital  a  man  may  not  prosper  ;  but,  it 
wouhl  be  imjtrudent  find  dangerous  to  offer  njiich  eucouragement  to  the  immigration  of  Set- 
tlers having  a  family  of  small  ^hihlrei),  avIio  have  not  Bome  measis  to  iissist  themselves  on 
their  arrivid  in  a  young  <'ountry. 

F'or  an  Emigrant  possessing  a  capital  of  £'.")<  >,  or  thereabouts,  fifty  acres  of  wild  Land  could  be 
first  ohtfi in ed  ut  the  price  ;-.ay  of  os,  Od.  currency,  per  a(;re,  includiug  all  expenses,  and  by  an 
arraugtniunu  '•vith  the  Provinciul  h/Xecutive  (iovn-nment,  the  f^ity  acres  in  rear  of  his  lot  could 
probiibly  he  reserved  for  his  fnture  purchase.  His  other  ev^jenses  could  also  be  so  limited  as 
to  er»ab!e  him  with  good  management  to  retain  an  amouct  feiLfficient  for  cxpen.scs  in  the  next 
Season,  including  seeds,  k<'.. 

Persons  with  a  good  jn-actical  knowledge  of  the  system  of  fanning  in  Xew  Brunswick., 
occasionally  take  a  farm  upon  what  is  called  "  Shares" — that  is,  the  Landlord  finds  the  Farm. 
Farm  Stock,  nnd  half  of  the  Seeds— and  the  Tenant  supplies  the  other  half  of  the  seeds  and

all  th».'  labour,  rendering  to  the  Landlord  onehnlfof  tlie  wliol;*  j^rodiae,  thin  plan  bus,  in  many 
instances  been  found  beneficial  to  botli  parties,  and  the  Tenant  has  been  known  in  a  fevv 
yfans,  to  aecujnulate  ni;tney  eiion<j;li  to  purchase  a  sniall  iinpruveil  I'unn  for  l)in)self,  with  a 
fair  |)rosj)ect  of  creating  a  snug  little  property  and  independence  for  himself  and  family. 

8ni;dl  i/uproved  bVirnis  are  soni(>tintes  b>  be  pur(.'ha.sed  at  a  lower  ])rice  than  (h»'.  cost  of  the 
iniprovenieutj!,  iu  sueh  cases  an  l.*'.niigrani  possessing  a  "rnall  caj)ittd.  could  searccly  fail  to 
SI  cceed.  Hut  the  Emij/rant  cannot  be  too  cautious  in  these  cases,  when  his  future  weU  bi'ing 
ig  so  nuicb  at  i?tak»',  and  he  should  theretbre,  h>efore  parting  with  liis  money,  see  well  to  the 
q  lality  of  the  soil,  and  al&o  to  the  goodness?  of  thetiib-  totiie  Laud  which  he  may  contemplate 
buying.
